Embftzztament of $201,000.

.Treasurer Joseph Bartley was arrested yes- 
terday by officials from Omaha charged 
with embezzling $301,000. 
Attorney 


Smyth swore to the complaint. He will 
be arraigned at Omaha. 'Bartley is al- 
ready under bond to answered charges ot 
embezzling $600,000 of state funda. 
In 


tbe information Bartley ia charged with 
having converted to his own use the pro- 
ceeds of a state warrant for $180,000, to- 
gether with interest at tbe rate of 7 per 
nent from the jtirae that it was Issued, in 
1895. This .warrant was for the money 
appropriated by the 1896 legislature to re- 
imburse the sinking fund of tba state for 
a deficiency therein. 


After the warrant was drawn tbe state 


treasurer turned it over to the Omaha na- 
tional bank for the purpose of sale. This 
institution placed it with the Chemical 
national bank of New York city. The 
proceeds were transferred to 
Bartley, 


upon whose books, however, no account 
of the receipt of tbe money is said to bave 
been found. Tbe Chemical national bank 
returned the warrant to tbe Omaha na- 
tional bank o(f,his city for collection. To 
this call tbe state treasurer1 deposited 
state funds In the Omaha national bnnk 
until the sura of $201,000 was on deposit. 
This was tho amount of the warrant, to- 
gether with interest at the rate of 7 per 
cent. With this money tbo warrant was 
duly taken up and tbe accruing interest 
was paid. 


It is alleged that there Is DO record on 


Bartley's books that he received the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the warrant. 
Moreover/when the warrant was collected 
by tbe New York bank through the local 
bank it was paid by check, to which Bart- 
ley signed his own name. 
The $-201,000 


was tberfore on deposit In his name, al- 
though it is alleged to have been state 
money. 


In connection wltb the case Hartley is 


accused of having allowed an illegal rate 
of interest on the warrant. According to 
tbe state law warrants cannot draw more 
than 5 per cent Interest, but the Chemi- 
cal national bank collected 7 per cent for 
tbe entire time It advance* tba money on 
tho warrant.

Daylight Keveals tne Bodies of 


Many Viotims of the Unex- 


pected Flood. 


THE 
WATERS 
ARE STILL HIGH. 


The Work of Recue Begun This Morn- 


ing— Sufferings of a Night Leaves 


Many Unable to 
Help 


Themselves. 


Guthrle, Okla., April SO.—Daylight In 


the Cottonwood Valley found dozens of 
people etili clinging to trees and over- 
turned houses or timbers in position* 
which they sustained all during the weary 
night 
Many places known to have been 


occupied before dark are empty this morn- 
ing. 
The only conclusions thattheluck- 


less victims bad fallen Into the water and 
wero drowned. For miles along tbe scene 
Is one of devastation and 3000 people are 
homeless, ill with exposure and hunger, 
and passod a miserable night. The morn- 
ing found them too weak in many cace* 
to offer much assistance cither to them- 
selves or to others. During the night the 
water receded rapidly and the work of 
rescue was more easy this morning. 
Workmen were engaged all night in con- 
structing rafts and boats for use today in 
rescuing the unfortunates. Before sun- 
rise parties started out from different 
points and began tbe transporting of peo- 
ple from their perilous positions to the 
lanri. Tbe water is not so high nor swift 
as yesterday and the rescuers made raplel 
progress. 


During the night organized relief was 


pushed as rapidly as possible and renewed 
efforts wer9 put for** this morning. No 
more reliable estimate of dead or property 
damage than given last night could be 
compiled this morning. 


:Hourly bodies are left on tbe land by 


tbe receding waters or found pocketed In 
bouses or piles of debris, as it came light 
this morning within a few miles of 
Guthrie. What damage to life and prop- 
erty further out in the country can only 
bo known when tbe wire and railway train 
communication, now at a standstill, ig 
resumed.

Eds. Republican: At the appointment 


of the City Engineer Is attractirg some 
attention at the present time perhaps a 
short history of the office may be of suffi- 
cient Interest to the publio to warrant the 
publication of the following account. 


Decstur was organized as a city In 1858 


and the writer was appointed <!lty engi- 
neer at that time and continued to bold 
the office antll 1868 when the late Charles 
A. Tuttle was appointed to snooeed him. 
Mr. Tuttle held the office for two years 
when I was again appointed to the posi- 
tion and remained until 1879, when- Mr. 
George V. Lorlig, the presant county sur- 
veyor, succeeded me. In the spa{ng of 
1871 I was elected by the people to the 
office of city engineer and was also ap- 
pointed superintendent of water works by 
Mayor Priest and held those offices jointly 
until 1880 when theoffinof superintendent 
of waterworks was abolished and Mr. Lor- 
Ing was again elected olty engineer and 
continued in office until '887 whan I was 
again appoiEted to the position by Mayor 
Kacan and have held it continuously up 
to the present time, with the exception of 
an interval of about ten months In 1894, 
when Mayor Mofflt appointed Mr. Loring 
to serve. I was again appointed in 1896 
by Mayor Conklln. IE will thus be seen 
;bat ooly three different men have filled 
the office during a period of over forty 
years. 
No salary was attached to the 


office until 1887, fchen It was fixed at 
11000 per year »n4 has never been 
changed. Previous to 1887 the engineer 
was paid by the day for aotual services 
Mirformed, until after 1881, but little pub- 
ic improvement of substantialand perma- 
nent character having been done. Dur- 
ng that year the council engaged Bene- 
zette Williams, an eminent civil engineer 
rom Chicago t<j. establish a system'of 
sewerage and street grades for the city, 
which system was then adopted and that 
ystem has since been the basis for the 
onstruction cf the paved streets and main 
sewers in the city. No main sewers were 
luilt until 1890 when the contract for the 
onstruotlon of ail the main sewers was 
et to be built in accordance with the 
pinna, pro Dies and specifications of the 
Williams system, which was executed to- 
be letter. In the construction of tbe 
nteral sewers tbe Williams system has not 
een adhered to, but they have been built 
rom time to time in such locations as the 
ouncil directed but the depth of tbe 
aterals was necessarily controlled by the 
eptb of the maid sewer, and any fault 
bat may exist in these sewers should be

lly from lack of funds to do It properly) 


do work contrary to bis own judgment, 


nd then tbe fault is often laid at tbe door 
f tbe engineer. These are some of tbe 
mbarrassments to which all public offl- 
ers are subjected. The city engineer of 
ecatur has never been furnished with an 
Hoe room, where a well appointed engi 
eer's office could he' maintained, much 
ss an assistant to attend to tbo duties 
ertalnlng to suob an uffice. 
No man 


one can attend to such an office and per- 
arm all the other duties required of tbe 
nglneer. At tbe risk of being charged 
ith ogotism the undersigned believes 
tat while be can perform as much work 
n this city and do it as well as any engi- 
eer from Chicago, Peoria or Danville, be 
ould not presume to say that he oould 
o to these cities and do the same. The 


reasons for this assertion are obvious to 


te most casual observer. At tbe present 
me itnere Is but little for any engineer 
do nor Is there a very flattering pros- 


eot for. work in view, and as a tax payer, 
appears to me that it is not a propitious 


teuton to employ an expensive englneer-

An Important matter to jtcck shippers 


wil! come up next Tuesday at SpriDRfleld 
at the meeting of tbe state bo-rd of Rail- 
road and Warehouse coiuingglooers. It is 
the vigorous complaint of the Chicago 
Live Stock Exchange, and demand for the 
reduction of the aiaxiuj\im distance rates 
on live stock. 


Uuder the present adjustment of rates 


shipments of livo stock can be made from 
many Illinois points to Ind;onapoli<, Cin- 
cinnati, and Cleveland at less rate, thau 
to Chicago, and tbe distance to tbeke other 
markets is considerably greater than to 
Chicago. The result is that hundreds of 
cars of live stock naturally tributary to 
Chicago and other Illluoig markets are 
bting dis-srted every month to eaitera 
live stock markets and packing cmiters. 


Illinois live stock shippers prefer to 


patronize Chicago, and n>ould do so at 
equal rates, but at present they are denied 
this privilege except nt liigher rates. 
This discrimination the Coicago Live 
Stock Exchange is endeavoring to correct 
by reducing tbo uiaximum distance rates 
on live stock in tfi« state of Illinois. 


The rate on hogs from Dceatur to Chi- 


cago at present is 15 3 10 cents per 100 
pounds, the distance 169 allies, the rate 
to Indianapolis is 10 cents, dittance 163 
miles; the rate to Cincinnati is 15 cents, 
distance 264 miles; and the rate to Cleve- 
land la 14 cents, distance 438 miles. The 
rate on hogs from Taylorvilla to Chicago 
is 16 cents, distance 2U2 miles, rule to 
Cincinnati 13 centa, distance 327 miles: 
rate to Cleveland 15 cents, distance 405 
miles. 
Tho rate from Dolavan to Chi- 


cago 011 hogs is 14 7.10 cents, nnd of sheep 
17 2.10 cents, the distance being 137 
miles, while the rate to Indianapolis on 
hogs ie 10 cents and on sheep 13 cants 
and the distance 204 miles. In addition 
there is a {3 terminal charge at Chicigo, 
which IB another barrier to this market. 


The reduction requested will to a great 


extent put Chicago and other live stock 
markets in the state 01 Illinois on a parity 
with other eastern markets. 


Members of tbe Chicago Livestock £x- 


changn think the Hailroad and Warehouse 
commission should see that these flagrant 
discrimination against homo nmrkets are 
corrected. Not only is the Chicago Live 
Stock Exchange and the live stock owners 
and shippers of the state Interested in this 
reduction, they eay, but the city of Chi- 
cago, tbe entire etate, and all Interests are 
vitally concerned. 


Unless prompt and effectual steps are 


IRken to change the existing condition of 
affairs, they say, the grateest industry in 
Chicago will be seriously crippled

Tbe present 
apportionment It i« tree la Democratic 
and wag Intended to give tbe Democrats 
tbe advantage in tbe state, bat 80 far they 
have failed to seoure any advantage Tbe 
flrst election held under their apportion- 
ipent tbey failed to elect a single congiees- 
nioo in tbe Mate. Downey claimed big 
election and secured a aeat but It was sub 
•eqnently found be bad not been elected 
and General Rineker, hi« contestant, was 
geated. In tbe recent election tbe Demo 
crata managed, with an alliance with the 
Popalliti, to elect three or four men to 
congress. Thii indicates that the present 
apportionment is sot absolntly discourag- 
ing to tbe Republicans and might per- 
haps as well be left alone considering tbe 
fact that tbe formation of new districts is 
not conducive to the best party organiza- 
tion nntll the naw neighbors get ac, 
qualnted.

PICKING UP A CABLE END. 


a. Delicate Operation Performed In 


Ronffh IVenther. 


A novel method of lifting a buoyixl 


:»ble end te described by a writer in a 
London paper. He slates that this 
method has the im}K>rta!i.t advantage ol 
bring free from all usual rl&ks to boat 
and boat's crew, and was successfully 
adopted cat a recent important cable- 
laying expedition, when the weaAher 
was too rough to even allow of a boal 
being lowered without danger to the 
men. On this occasion the modus op- 
wandl was as follows: The ship, ares 
iel of some 3,500 tons (gross), paid out 
200 fathoms of buoy rope, with a cent! 
»ede grapnel attached to the end of it 
the d«pth 01 water being 2.800 fathoms, 
and steamed rouiud the buoy at a dis- 
tance of albouit 50 fathoms until the cen- 
tipede and, rope became entang>led, CHS 
they very soon did. with the b.uoy 
moorings, which wtrc then 'hauled into 
the bifr.ht and the buoy then, cleared 
from the bow baulks. By this means 
not only was the end of the cable r^ii 
i'y brought, on board without risk anil 
with TOry little trouble, but several 
tlays of vsvluable time, which would otti 
erwlse have been lost fn/fe»iting- for the 
weather to moderate sufficiently, were 
saved and the cable »vas successfully 
completed. With vessels erf emaller 
dimensions, such as those usually em- 
ployed for cable repairs, this operation 
would, no doubt, be still more easily 
effected. A French telegraph engineer 
has Hie credit of being the first to sng- 
jreet and practically apply this hi- 
de-mans and novol iiletn which is to lie 
commended to the notice of those who 
are engaged more particularly in sub- 
marine cable laying and repairing 
tvortc, 


FISHING FOR SPONGES. 


An Expert In Poorlr Pnld and Alwny» 


SnfferM from Rliemnatiniu. 


Lying on his ciiest along the boot's 


deck, the sponge fisher, with his water- 
glass—a pane set in a box fitted with 
handler—looks down 40 feet into the 
clear depths, eays I'earsan's Weekly. 
With one hand he grasps and sinks a 
slender pole, sometimes 50 feet 
in 


length, fitted at the end with a double 
liook. 
The sponge oilce discovered, 


the hook is deftly inserted' at the rocky 
base, and by a sudden, jerk the sponge 
is detaohad. 


This curt description of what seems 


the simple work of sponge fishing gives 
no idea of the real skill and exertion 
needed. The eye of the fisher has to 
be trained by long experience to peer 
into the sea and toll the Commercially 
valuable sponge from those that arv; 
worthless. He must have a deft hand 
to detach the sponge without a tear. 


Alwve all, while doing this with one 


land, he must manipulate with the 
other the water glasb, as the waves 
sway it sideways and1 up and clown. The 
strain on eye and body is most inten.se, 
to eay nothing of the cramped position 
and exposure to wind and wet, which, 
first and lo&t; make almost every 
sponge Usher a victim of acute rheuma- 
ism.

hiwe pounds sterling a month, besides 
jis "keep" on. thy boat, which barely 
deserves the name of existence.

OLD EMPEROR AND NEW. 


William the Onwdfathev Contrm- 


dlcta William tke «*«lrf«on. 


The last "BiBmarck Ve»r Book" Ehecte 


a rather peculiar ligiit upon, tfce ynung- 
emperor's recent speech about tho 
men who weie "mere Instruments" in 
the hands of bis grandfather vihcn 
Germany was unified. It contains BC% - 
eral letters, hiUierto unpublished, from 
Emperor William L, to his cliancellor. 
If these letters show anything, they 
show the fulhicss of gratitndc felt by 
the monarch toward the nnnwhohad 
made, him great. Agaia and eguin the 
old man manifested liis thanlcfulness 
to Bismarck, his confidence in him, 
and tis modesty in yielding to him all 
tlie credit for the achievements that 
made the present empire a. possibility. 


The farewell words in some of the 


le.tters are: "God be with you. Your 
William;" -"Your truly "devoted Wil- 
liam;" "Your thankful king, William;" 
"Your truly devoted and thankful Wil- 
liam." In a birthday letter, written 
on April 1, 1881, the emperor apolo- 
gized for not offering' congratulations 
m person; he was ill, otherwise he 
would have called to see the man 
"whose. Creative genius" had evolved 
and carried out "so many vast plans." 
Writing in 1S82 the old man spoke of 
the labor receipts, the prototype of the 
young emperor's labor receipts, na 
"Bismarck's own exclusive work." In 
1888 
he referred to Bismarck as the 


one "who wrought out and guided the 
mighty even<ts that led to the glorious 
peace'.' of Frankfort 


In every tettter the old emperor in- 


quired after Bismarck's health, not 
perfunctorily, but with an earnest so- 
licitude and affection which are par 
Chetic in their simple honesty. It is 
doubtful if the contrast between the 
modest h^fcesty of the grandfather and 
the pompous presumption of tie graniJ- 
eon eould be marked more clearly than 
it is by the publication of these let- 
ters immediately a$er William II.'s 
last speech.—^. Y. Sun.

" The sublime porte formally oontrad lots 


the rumors of atrocities committed by the 
Imperial troops at Felllpiada, aod, alto, 
the report of the mutiny of Albanians. 
Ibe repeated testimony of (11 the oorre 
spondents of foreign newspapers at bead- 
quarters and the admiration they expreci 
(or the discipline, humane feeling, brav- 
ery and moderation of the Ottoman sol- 
diers, prove these accusations to be total- 
ly unfounded, and due to the imagination 
of people whcte malevolence equals (heir 
mendacity. Ed hem Passha b*s taken all 
the measures necessary to repress tvary 
kind of abuse. Tbe alleged mutiny Is 
absolutely contrary to fact." 


Tb victories of the Turkish troops hive 


enormously raised the military spirit ot 
tho Turks, and the confidence thus in- 
spired in Turkey's vitality '• removing 
the dissatisfaction felt with the present 
regime, while at the same time rendering 
tha powers' bcheme of reforms tor the Ot- 
toman empire harder of realization. 


Tbe advantages which Turkey will de- 


rive from the war are already discussed ID 
high quarters, whan It is declared that 
Turkey should in any ease be released 
from the obligation Imposed upon her ID 
regard to Crete and the rectification of 
the frontier. It is also suggested and 
urged that Cape Pants, opposite Pnvesa, 
at the entrance of the Gulf of Arte.sboald 
be restored to Turkey and that Grwoe 
should be required to nay a big indem- 
nity. 


In military circles It ll further urged 


that a Turkish pquadron should be dis- 
patched to Volo to support Edhem Pa- 
sha's occupation of that district of Greece. 
Tbe 1 rrkish squadron, however, has nut 
yet left the Dardano'let, and the captain 
of an Australian mail ship, which bar 
just arrived here, reports that three of 
the Turkish warships and one of the 
Turkish torpedo boats have run aground 
lu the Dardanelles.
